white mercenaries were killed 
near besieged Nsukka and said 
one senior Biafran officer had 
defected. Reports of continuing 
hard fighting at Nsukka were 
taken as indication of strong re- 
sistance by the Biafran rebels 
against the central government.

Morrow, 24, who was serving 
two years for burglary from 
Crawford County, had made the 
arrangements for the escape 
and had informed her of them 
in a letter. 


Morrow hid in a ditch near 


the gate, where his wife picked 
him up and gave him civilian 
clothes. The two were captured 
by State Police near England. 
It was Morrow's second escape 
attempt. 


Pros. Atty. Joe Holmes said 


Monday that the guard at the 
gate was Otis Standridge, 43, 
who is serving 21 years for 
armed robbery from Pulaski 
County. 


Holmes said Standridge had 


been charged with aiding and 
abetting an escape, the same 
charge 
lodged against Mrs. 


Morrow. The charge is a felony 
that carries a sentence of 5-10 
years. 


Authorities learned of the plot 


when they discovered Morrow's 
letter in his wife's purse.

(AP)- Mounting 
pressure on 


Israel to undo its annexation of 
the Old City of Jerusalem was 
expected today as U.N. Secre- 
tary-General U Thant prepared 
to issue a report on the situation 
there. 


Under a resolution the Gener- 


al Assembly adopted last Tues- 
day night, Thant had until to- 
night to report to the assembly 
and the Security Council wheth- 
er Israel had heeded the assem- 
bly's call to rescind its merger 
of New and Old Jerusalem. 


Israel's five-page reply to the 


resolution 
was 
delivered to 


Thant Monday night. The reply 
was kept secret, but the Israeli 
government has said repeatedly 
it would preserve the unity of 
the Israeli sector of Jerusalem 
and the occupied Jordanian sec- 
tor, the site of most of the holy 
places.

(AP) — Israel informed the Unit- 
ed Nations today it will go 
ahead with its unified adminis* 
tration of Jerusalem despite a 
General Assembly 
resolution 


posing annexation of the old 
City. 


Secretary-General 
U Thant 


made public Israel's reply on 
the eve of resumption Wednes- 
day of the assembly's emergen* 
cy session on the Middle East 
crisis. Israeli Foreign Minister 
.Abba Eban, who sent the an- 
swer to Thant, will defend his 
positions before the assembly. 
He is flying to New York. 


Eban said the term "annexa- 


tion" used by supporters of the 
assembly resolution "is out of 
place." He made clear that the 
Old City of Jerusalem would be 
administered as part of a uni- 
fied city. 


"The 
government of Israel 


has now embarked on a con- 
structive and detailed dialogue 
with representatives of the uni- 
versal religious interests," he 
added. 


"If these explorations are as 


fruitful as we hope and expect, 
the universal character of the 
holy places will for the first 
time in recent decades find ef- 
fective expression." 


Eban told Thant that legisla- 


tion has been adopted to protect 
the holy places and that "sacred 
buildings desecrated since 1948 
have been restored, and houses 
of worship destroyed during the 
Jordanian occupation are being 
rebuilt." 


The Israeli letter, deliveredto 


the secretary-general Monday 
night by Israel's ambassador, 
Gideon Rafael, outlined meas- 
ures taken by Israel on the ex- 
tension of health services, so- 
cial welfare programs and com- 
pulsory education to Jerusalem's 
Old City. 


The letter said: "The govern- 


ment of Israel is confident that 
world opinion will welcome the 
new prospect of seeing this an-

No staffer at 
Preston School of Industry could 
penetrate Tommy's shell. But 
Julie did. 


Julie is a senior at the Univer- 


sity of the Pacific; pretty, intel- 
ligent, vivacious, white, mem- 
ber of a leading sorority, and 
very sensitive to feelings of oth- 
er people. 


Tommy's brother had been 


killed in an Alabama race riot. 
At 18 Tommy was a ward of 
California, and "the most 'burn, 
whitey, burn' inmate in the 
state 
school 
for delinquent 


boys," as Prof. William F. By- 
ron described him. 


Tommy was paroled recently, 


and he wrote to Julie. He ad- 
dressed the letter "To Miss 
Wonderful." 


"Thanks to you I am sure I'll 


make it on the streets because I 
understand people better, and I 
now understand that other peo- 
ple are human too. Just the 
short time I've known you has 
made me a better guy." 


Julie, with other girls and 


boys from the university, visited 
the California Youth Authority 
school at lone, 40 miles north- 
east of Stockton, once a week 
the past school year. They ate 
dinner 
with the wards, then 


spent an hour and a half with 
them, talking, taking part In 
various group projects, even In 
occasional dance sessions. 


Byron, retired chairman of 


the division of social work at 
Northwestern 
University who 


came to Pacific in 1962 as visit- 
ing professor of sociology, ini- 
tiated the unique program and 
directs it. A nationally recog- 
nized authority on juvenile de- 
linquency, Byron is a man of 
energetic Idealism liberally sea- 
soned with pepper and salt.

Faubus said he bought the 


land three months after vacat- 
ing the governor's office this 
year because the state Publici- 
ty arid Parks Commission failed 
to buy it. 


"The owners were getting 


ready to sell it to somebody 
else/' Faubus said. 


He said he had no use for the 


property, which includes the 
park's passway, waterfall, cliffs 
and a large cave. It is in north" 
west Newton County. 


The Arkansas Gazette dis- 


closed Faubus' purchase today. 


Faubus said in a letter June 


26 to some of the members of 
the Publicity and Parks Com- 
mission that he bought the prop- 
erty to keep it out of "com- 
mercial hands." 


He said that without the at- 


tractions on his 80 acres the 
park would be "practically val- 
ueless." 


"Now, if the commission and 


the administration do not wish 
to purchase the land and create 
the park, please let me know," 
the former governor wrote. 


He said he would sell the land 


to the commission for what it 
cost him plus $100 expenses but- 
that if the state does not buy it 
he is going to stretch a fence 
across the valley to keep the 
tourists away from the main at- 
tractions. 


Faubus said he would put up 


a "suitable sign to explain why 
it has not been made a state 
park, and who Is responsible." 


Faubus said he paid $80 an 


acre for the land, according to 
the Gazette article by Ernest 
Valachovlc. 


The commission paid $23,784 


for the 200-acre state park last 
December, when Faubus still 
was in office. No mention was 
made then of the fact that the 
most scenic attractions in the 
area were not included. 


The purchase was handled 


through Dr. Edwin N. Barron 
Jr. of Little Rock, who bought 
the 200 acres from Mrs. Eursa 
Primrose and turned it over to 
the state for what it cost him. 


Faubus' letter said that two 


commission employes — Direb- 
tor Bob Evans and Associate 
Director 
of 
Parks 
Bryan 


Stewarns—knew then that the 
attractions were not included in 
the purchase, Valachovic re- 
ported. 


"As I told Mr. Evans and Mr. 


Stearns at that time, the Prim- 
rose tract of about 200 acres, 
purchased by Dr. Barron and 
in turn sold to the state, did 
not contain the salient features 
of the Lost Valley area," he 
quoted the letter as saying. 


"I then arranged, because of 


my acquaintance with the own- 
ers, for the purchase of an addi- 
tional 80 acres of land on which 
are found the main attractions 
of the Lost Valley area." 


The commission "procrasti- 


nated" and didn't complete the 
purchase before his term ex- 
pired, Faubus was said to have 
written, and "the new governor 
froze funds and so blocked the 
additional purchase." 


Faubus said that after he re- 


turned to his home in Hunts- 
ville when he left office, the 
owners of the land came to him 
and told him the transaction 
had not been completed, Va- 
lachovic reported. 


"Then, In order to prevent the 


land from falling Into com- 
mercial hands, I purchased the 
tract from them at the original 
stipulated price, In order to 
have this property to create a 
state park ..." he said the let- 
ter continued. 


Valachovic said the commis- 


sion met last Friday and voted 
to advise Faubus that it lacked 
the money to buy more land 
and that the federal government 
probably would acquire It as 
part of the Buffalo River Na» 
tional park,

Taxing the Wages of Sin 


Have you swindled anyone late- 


ly? Collected any ransom? Taken 
any illegal kickbacks? Embezzled 
any cash? Then, in addition to 
whatever other problems you may 
have with the law, you also owe 
income tax to the federal govern- 
ment. 


It may seem strange for the gov- 


ernment to levy an income tax 
on such ill-gotten gains. Indeed, 
wrongdoers have carried their ob- 
jections into the courtroom, argu- 
ing—as did the proprietress of a 
bawdyhouse—that the wages of sin 
are not taxable. 


But the government retorts that, 


if honest people have Io pay a tax 
on their income, so should dishon- 
est people. In the words of Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes:

Of course, a lawbreaker may not 


report—or even keep records of— 
his income. Nevertheless, the gov- 
ernment has various ways of estab- 
lishing its case. For example: 


one ".ambler's income was prov- 


en by his bank deposits; 


another's gambJer's income was 


proven by the commissions he paid 
to his confederates; 


and a third gambler's income 


was proven by evidence of the av- 
erage "take" in similar gambling 
operations. 


If a wrongdoer must pay a tax 


on his income, may he at least 
deduct his expenses? If they are 
"ordinary and necessary" costs of 
doing business, they may usually 
be deducted—even if the business 
is illegal. Thus, a court held that a 
bookmaker was entitled io deduct 
costs of rent and wages in figuring 
his net income. 


But suppose the expense itself is 


illegal, like paying a bribe to a 
public official. That kind of an ex- 
pense is not deductible. 


The government takes the posi- 


tion that it would be bad public 
policy to let a person cut down his 
tax bill on the basis of his own 
unlawful act. 


By the same token, a fine paid 


for violating a state or a federal 
Jaw is also not a deductible expense 
(although the attorney's fee is). 
True, paying the fine may be one 
of the costs of doing business. But, 
as the United States Supreme Court 
put it, allowing the fine to be de- 
ducted would take some of the 
"sting" out of the punishment.

One South 
Vietnamese soldier had his wife 
and two children in his bunker;

killed by the South Vietnamese 
trooper. 


A few hours earlier an Ameri- 


can paratrooper force stumbled 
into a fortified ambush in the 
central highlands and suffered 
26 dead and 49 wounded.

NEW YORK (AP) - Curb- 


stone comments of a Pavement 
Plato: 


What this country needs is a 


way for the middle-aged to blow 
off steam. 


Nobody in America has more 


things to revolt about than the 
man or woman between 40 and 
65, but there is no organized 
way for him or her to show his 
wrath except to write a letter to 
a congressman. For all the good 
that does, it might as well be 
addressed 
to the man in the 


moon. 


The middle-aged are the most 


overworked and underappreci- 
ated class in the nation. What 
agency considers their plight? 
None, And they are usually so 
busy taking care of others that 
they don't have tims to take 
proper care of themselves. 


They are the forgotten heroes 


of this civilization. 


They pay most of the taxes, 


are the chief support of church- 
es and universities, do most of 
the world's work and most of its 
worrying, and suffered most of 
its heart and ulcer attacks. And 
after raising their own children 
they have to start In serving as 
unpaid baby sitters for 
their 


grandchildren. 


Numbly they ask themselves: 


"When does the fun begin?" For 
them, it doesn't. 


The plight of the middle-aged 


today is pretty much the same 
as that of a blind mule in a coal 
mine. They are taken for granted 
by their government, their child- 
ren, even by themselves. 


Welfare recipients march on 


City Hail, the racially oppressed 
manufecture street riots, farm- 
ers destroy their crops to pro- 
'test low prices, and college lads 


are free to stage panty raids or 
picket their draft boards. 


Every class or creed in Amer- 


ica has a way of venting its an- 
ger except the forlorn, over- 
looked middle-aged class. It has 
found no method to voice its 
complaints or get its grievances 
redressed. 


Not for him, the middle-aged 


man, 
comes the thrill of throw- 


ing stones at the police, besieg- 
ing a foreign embassy, or even 
hanging 
someone in 
effigy. 


Nope, he just stands there quiet- 
ly bleeding at the crossroads of 
time, getting more lumps every 
year. 


The government turns on fire- 


plugs to free showers for the 
kids, grants scholarships for 
older 
students, 
subsidizes 


housing for the poor, gives med- 
ical care to the elderly, spends 
billions 
on 
underprivileged 


abroad. 


But the faceless middle-aged 


man gets from Uncle Sam noth- 
ing but a big fat round zero. 


If the government can provide 


free milk to kindergartners— 
who, after all, have yet to do a 
thing for their country—why 
can't it buy a luncheon martini 
once a week for a worn-out 
white-collar or factory worker 
of 50 who has been meeting his 
tax bills for more than a quar- 
ter century? 


Why not government subsi- 


dized love nests for middle-aged 
bachelors, free parking places 
for anyone over 45, and govern- 
ment-paid annual vacations to 
all housewives who'll publicly 
confess they are older than 39?

In almost the same breath 


that 
some 
congressmen 
ex- 


pressed fears of a Vietnam-type 
involvement in Africa, they dis- 
counted the optimistic report 
from Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara that the mili- 
tary war is going well in Viet- 
nam. 


Some said they expect McNa- 


mara's visit to result in dis- 
patch of more troops to Asia 
and a tax increase to pay for 
them. 


With both Vietnam doves and 


hawks criticizing the Congo ac- 
tion, the Senate Armed Services 
and Foreign Relations commit- 
tees summoned Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk for a private 
explanation today of the admin- 
istration's position. 


Chairman J. W. Fulbright, D- 


Ark., of the Foreign Relations 
Committee challenged a State 
Department spokesman's con- 


. tention that the United States is 


obligated to uphold the "terri- 
torial Integrity and unity" of 
Nigeria and the Congo. 


"This business of guarantee- 


ing the territorial integrity of 
nations all around the world is 
being carried too far,"

bright said. "What treaties do 
we have that call for our inter- 
vention in the domestic affairs 
of other countries? So far as I 
know, there are none that apply 
in Africa."

dle a bigger share of the 
fighting, now done mostly by 
American battalions.

following the secretary's report

moreland was reported to have 
asked for 100,000 to 140,000 men 
to prosecute the war at an opti- 
mum speed.
